Commenting on thia fact the ArgentiM papera remark that this ia tli 
Aral time Arjrcnfine wtxaf hna brcn pxpnttcd to the I'nited States. 

At preaent the chief competitor in our domestic wheat mark' i 
la CanaA^ bat U ia aspMted that Argentina will very soon take from 
rank nmonfir onr eompelitors in this product, if the Dcmopratic taritl 
law in ooiitiniied in force. Argentina has been, since th<> paasage of 
that law our chief competitor hi Mr IMM awket fW nMta and lir 
aeed, and second in wool.
